MARTON, GREEDY 


THE HEROES

St George players strode three metres high over Penrith 
Park as they raced away to a sensational 3-1 win over 
Sydney City in the PSL Top Four grand final. 


It was a great team ef- 
fort, but no-one would de- 
ny that hat-trick merchant 
Dez Marton and recently- 
promoted goalkeeper Terry 
Greedy their share of the 
plaudits. 

In spite of the early-in- 
the-week feeling that Syd- 
ney City would be home 
and hosed, it could be that 
Saints’ coach Frank Arok 
put his finger on the prob- 
Jem at that stage. 

‘As he predicted it was his 
side that had the spirit 
when it counted. They got 
up from the floor after their 
3-0 major semi-final loss, 
cleaned off the mud, and 
came back to conquer. 

Actually it was a repeat 
of every previous year in 
which the PSL has played 
grand finals. 

On all four occasions the 


championship winner has 
never taken out the grand 
final. 

‘Actually Slickers’ coach 
Eddie Thomson did point 
to the difficulty of achiev- 
ing after a week’s stand- 
down, but on his year’s per- 
formance he still had the 
right to feel that he had the 
superior team. 

In 1978 and 1979 the 
championship fell to West 
Adelaide and then Mar- 
coni, and on both occasions 
Sydney City won the grand 
final. 

The position changed in 
1980. The Slickers won the 
first of their three consecu- 
tive championships but 
then lost to Heidelberg in 
the grand final. 

‘hat a year it tumed out 
to be for the Saints! 

They came back from the 


Frank Arok with his wife Gordana. 


NSW State League with a 
vengeance, taking second 
place in the championship, 
annexing the NSW Ampol 
Cup, and then capturing 
the grand final. 

Although more bumpy 
than it appeared from up in 
the stand, Penrith Park was 
in fairly good nick. The 
green-tinted penalty area 
and multi-coloured centre- 
circle created a fine im- 
pression. 

The ground measured 98 
x 78 metres to keep it inside 
the tall Rugby League 
posts. In spite of what was 
said pre-match, the size did 
no harm to St George's 


cause. 

The first half did not 
produce the thrills that the 
crowd wanted, but there 
was a tonne of fireworks in 
the second. 

Within two minutes John 
O’Shea’s cross saw Ted 
MacDougall steer a header 
towards the top corner but 
Todd Clarke was equal to 
the task. 

Early in the piece Joe 
Watson was, playing a blin- 
der and George was 
battling to cpntain him. 

Rob O'Shea hit the side- 
netting with a short cross 
that should have been 
pushed to Robbie Slater in 
the open, then John Kosmi- 
na shot straight at goal- 
keeper Greedy after work- 
ing his way through Saints’ 
defence. 

Then a great goal from 
Marton set the tone for the 
rest of the match. He found 
himself in the open 25 
metres out from goal, he 
saw that Clarke was off his 
line and ates the ball 
over his head for it to arrive 
‘on the bounce for the first 


goal. 

Late in the half young 
Slater and then Clarke re- 
ceived the first of six cau- 
tions handed our during the 


game. 

Rob O’Shea and then 
Kevin Mullen, Watson and 
then Murray Barnes fol- 
lowed him into the little 
black book. 

‘The latter bookings were 
a measure of the Slickers’ 


uneasiness as the Saints 
piled on the pressure. 

‘The first of the other two, 
St George goals soon came 
up, and Sydney City dis- 
puted both of them. 

Referee Tony Boskovic 
ruled that Clarke had 
fouled MacDougall in the 
penalty area. Marton made 
short work of the penalty 
for a 2-0 lead, 

After Kevin Mullen 
fouled Slater wholesale 
changes were made in the 
Slickers’ line-up to accom- 
modate Ken Boden. 

The Saints midfield of 
Paul Wilkinson, Peter 
Stone and John O'Shea was 
working wonders and Sla- 
ter and John O’Shea both 
went close, 

Tt was clear that Marton 
should have been ruled off- 
side in the 83rd minute, but 
linesman Arthur Owens did 
not signal and Marton 
broke through to score his 
third. 

Barnes and Watson pro- 
tested to referee Boskovic, 
but all in vain, 

Saints had the Slickers’ 
defence shot to ribbons in 
the dying minutes and Sla- 
ter, Skeen and then Mac- 
Dougall all went so close, it 
was almost 6-0. 

But with a minute re-

The former Liverpool 
Swansea striker agreed to 
terms weeks ago by phone, 
but his contract has been 
delivered to him by Vest’s 
wife, who is on holiday in 
England. 

“T will not consider Wad- 
die is our player until I see 
that contract signed and 
T'm told his visa has been 
approved,” said Vest, who 
last week officially signed a 
new two-year contract with 
the Hawks. 

He had earlier announ- 
ced a verbal agreement, 
which has now been signed 
and sealed in writing. 

While Vest is confident 
about Waddle, who is scor- 
ing regularly for Mansfield 
Town while he waits for his 
paper, he has

The rugged midfielder 
could not come to terms 
with West for next year, 
and will remain in New 
Zealand or return to Aus- 
tralia with another national 
league club.

EDITORIAL 


It is high time that Australian Soccer 
planned its international visitors on a 
regular basis. 

Fortunately there are signs emerging at last 
that the day is drawing closer when this is 
accomplished. 

The Australian Soccer Federation is putting 
plans together for international matches under 
which the domestic season is divided into 
three distinct parts. 

Pre-season will see a limited period involv- 
ing overseas teams. This could involve a regu- 
lar Coe with New Zealand, plus the like 
of the NSW Victoria-sponsored Hajduk Split 
visit planned for early 1983 and the St George- 
‘ype tournament introduced this year. 

e Saints have received a refusal for 1983 
but this attitude could be re-considered. 

The height of the international season 
would be in May or June. 

West Nally, the ASF promoter, is combing 
the world for major international teams pre- 
pared to play in Australia, the United States 
and possi ty J in at that time of the year. 
World cup holders Italy, West Germany, or 
other major Soccer nations are possible 
takers. 

If any organisation has the know-how to pull 
this of it is West Nally, Soccer promoters 
extraordinaire as well as the people behind 
Davis Cup Tennis. 

If they do produce this sort of visitor then 
they will have a drawcard to attract a capacity 
house at the Sydney Cricket Ground and an 
overfull Olympic Park. 

This type of visitor would mean that there is 
a great chance of securing major Australian 
pepo ly for the tours. We can only wish 
them well: and assure them that the Soccer 
public will be right behind them all the pay) 

Then, after the club season ends, comes the 
third part of the series —a four-nation interna 
tional tournament. 

Using a strong European or South American 
national team as the major drawcard, 
countries such as China and the Cameroons or 
others of similar standing could compete 
along with Australia. 

This would probably be of more value than a 
‘Pacific only’ grouping, although at least one 
Pacific power could be included. 

There might be room for an Australian 
Under 23 team to compete either here or 
overseas. In any case, the major portion of the 
current national team is in that age bracket. 

The Socceroos will continue to need over- 
seas games, and occasional tours must form an 
important part of current four-year Penning 

ustralian teams must be capable of handl- 
ing the cold of European winters as well as hot 
and steamy conditions of Asia if it is to realise 
its rightful place in the world’s Soccer 
hierarchy.

WORLD SOCCER SHOTS 


WEST GERMA 


° Fans are staying away from matches by 
the thousands in West Germany since the 
World Cup team’s unsportsmanlike behaviour 
in the Finals at Spain. 

Only 25,000 turned up to see last Wednesday's 
match between West Germany and Belgium in 
Munich. 

Only 13,000 turned out to see League titleholders 
HSV Hamburg clash with Fortuna Dusseldorf, and only 
15,000 watched Cologne and Kaiserslautern in the 
battle of the giants. 

The total attendances at first division matches are 
the lowest since 1964 when the German Bundesliga 
was set up. 

The days when West Germany's huge stadiums right 
across the nation were frequently packed with 80,000 
people; and clubs regularly drew gates of 40,000 or 
more, are now a thing of the past. 

It is the same now in Britain where attendances have 
been shrinking faster and faster for several years. 

In Germany, the total number through the turnstiles 
is down by 400,000 compared to the same period last 
year and the cash-take has dropped by four million 
marks ($1.6 million). 

Gunter Netzer, former international and presently 
manager of Hamburg, recently told the press: “We will 
have to shut up shop in two years’ time if things go on 
like this.”” 

Many theories have been expressed by the experts 
as to why the gates are down. 

One theory put forward is that at long last the 
economic depression has hit Germany as well as the 
rest of the World and it costs 30 or 40 marks to get into 
a stadium ($10 to $16).

injured. 

“Consequently we play- 
ed without these three 
strikers for much of the 
season, especially in the 
second round when we had 
to change our tactical 
game,” Johnson said.

“Team stability was the key to Heidelberg’s success,” according to 


club president 

Financial resources 
were of secondary im- 
portance. 

Goulopoulos’ argument 
is quite valid, if one re- 
lates the success of his 
team this year to the fi- 
nancial resources avail- 
able to his committee. 

Heidelberg appeared in 
the Final of the Victorian 
Ampol Cup, finished the 
PSL season fourth to 
gualify for the finals, and 

ared in the Final of 
the Philips Challenge Cup 
—an enviable record. 

The survival of the club 
financially, however, was 
somewhat of a miracle. 

The committee inher- 
ited ‘a deficit of approxi- 
mately $150,000, which 
painted a very gloomy 
picture of the future of 
the club. 

Goulopoulos’ ausiere 
policies, the establish- 
ment of the Olympic Vil- 
lage ground and the pay- 
ment from Derby County 
of the outstanding ba- 
lance from Yakka 
Banovia's transfer, 

rovided some monetary 
susan 
‘Coach Len McKendry’s 
recruiting budget was re- 
stricted to $5,000, and the 
mastermind of Heidel- 
berg’s success was forced 
to recruit from the lower 
divisions and the junior 
ranks of the club. 

Under the circumst- 
ances, McKendry re- 
cruited two young mid- 
fielders, Mike Valentine 
from Metro League club 
Box Hill and Claude Ivian 
from Provisional League 
club Rossana at an amaz- 
ingly low cost of $5,000. 

“| doubt whether any 
PSL coach would have ac- 
cepted these terms,” says 
Goulopoulos. 

“There are not too 
many coaches willing to 
tisk their names in ex- 
change for a salary. It 
takes McKendry’s ability, 
confidence in himself, de- 
termination and top man- 
agerial qualities to work 
under these conditions 
and with such great 
success. | am proud he is 
associated with our club.” 

McKendry himself ad- 
mits that his task was very 
difficult throughout the 
season. 

“The need to operate 
with a very small squad 
generates all kinds of 
Pressures, especially if 
some players get injured 
‘or suspended in the pro- 
cess,” he comments.

Once again this turbulent 
club promised so much and 
in the end produced so 
little. 

In fact, the year ended 
like a Greek tragedy, with 
the resignation of club pres- 
ident John Constantine and 
coach Doug Collins before 
the season had ended. 

This turbulence came at 
an inopportune time and 
rocked the club to its roots 
and smashed its credibility. 

The reasons for the upset 
are far too complex for a 
mere mortal such as myself 
to delve into and I refuse to 
even make an attempt to do 
80, 
Olympic was a team 
packed with talented young 
players and it finished in 
eighth place on the PSL 
ladder — only five points 
away from second position. 

Under the guidance of 
the astute Collins, Olympic 
started the season like a 
house on fire and it looked 
as if this was going to be the 
year of the Blue and 
Whites. 

Unfortunately there was 
a lack of playing depth in 
the club and this cost many 
valuable points. 

Coach Collins soldiered 
on in fine style in the face 
of heavy criticism from club 
supporters and sadly from 
elements within the club 
itself. 

In the end, he could take 
no more and resigned — 
and that in turn proved to 
be the end of Olympic for 
1982. 

But the infighting was 
not confined to the boar- 
droom and it was allowed 
to creep into the dressing- 
room. 

Tt was then obvious that 
this seriously affected the 
performance of the players. 

With the outcome, that 
once again, Olympic 
finished yet another season 
without collecting honors. 

What could have been, is 
now completely hypotheti- 
cal, but, after watching it 
hold the Hungarian World 
Cup team to a 3-3 draw in 
the St George International 
Tournament, I really thou- 
ght this was Olympic’s 
year. 

This was one of the best 
performances I have ever 
witnessed from an Austra- 
lian club team, 

The Olympic line-up is 
packed with exciting young 
players who are already 
well on their way to becom- 
ing household names in 
Australia. 

Players such as Peter 
Katholos, Peter Raskopou- 
los, Mark Koussas and 
Graham Jennings can bring 
any crowd to its feet with 
their talent and the future
